ROYALTY OF 
$ 518,00010 
BE ACCEPTED 

Concessions Won For 
Future Settlements 

Years of haggling between 
the Standard Oil company 
and the state over royalties 
for oil taken from the state’s 
Huntington Beach under- 
water pool were ended today. 

An agreement with Stand¬ 
ard and three other com¬ 
panies for payment of J518,628 
royalties was announced in Sac¬ 
ramento today by Finance Direc¬ 
tor Arlin Stockburger, the Asso¬ 
ciated Press reported. 

Additional concessions are given 
by the Standard company to the 
state, Stockburger said; but other- 
wi.se the settlement is on the 
j .same terms as those negotiated 
with other oil operators. 
AFFECTS OTHERS 

An easement is given the com¬ 
panies as a result of the agree- 
! ment, permitting them to con- 
j tinue extracting oil and gas on 
I a royalty basis. Besides the 
I Stanflard company, the agreement 
affects the Pacific Electric Rail- 
j way company, the Huntington 
: Beach company, and the Pacific 
Electric Land company. 

Revenues up to last Aug J 
Stockburger said, total approxi¬ 
mately 54,100.348, including the 
balance now due. 

Extra concessions given the 
state hy today's agreement are: 

1. The stale may cancel the 
agreements at any time. 

■HAY BOOST ROYALTY 
I 2. Companies agree that an ad- 
I justment may be made and the 
state’s compen.sation increa.sed if 
I the court.s hold that the ordinary 
I highwater line is further landward 
I than the present survey line, thus 
, disclosing more of the company’s 
! wells as being in the state’s tide- 
j lands area. 

j 3. If any higher royalties are 
i established in connection with the 
j 01.son oil act or any other act, an 
j upward revision of royalty pay¬ 
ments may be made. 

I The state and the Standard 
i company have disagreed for sev- 
i eral years on the amount of royal- 
j ties to be paid for oil already 
taken from the tidelaml pool. To¬ 
day’s settlement ends that dis¬ 
agreement. 

The 01.son act, which provides 
! for drilling by private concerns 
with royalties to the .state, is not 
j yet operative. It may be submitted 
> to a referendum vote next year. 

WILL PROPOSE 
PARK VOTE 

A definite proposal that the city 
council place the matter of acquir¬ 
ing park property adjoining the 
municipal bowl to a vote of the 
people wlil be made at a special 
council meeting tonight. 

The propo.sal wdll be made by 
Park Commissioner Ernest H. 
Layton. Layton advocates acquisi¬ 
tion of the J. W. Sackman prop¬ 
erty adjoining the municipal bowl 
on the west. The property com¬ 
prises about 7.5 acres. 

If the council approves the pro¬ 
posal the matter would be put to 
a vote of the people at the special 
election Nov. 16, called to vote 
upon civil service for police and 
firemen.

Former Treasury Head 
Dies In New York 

NEW YORK. (iP) — Ogden L. 
Mills, former secretary of the 
! treasury, died at home today, after 
an illness of two weeks. 

Mills was 53 years old. 

According to business associates, 
his death came with a seemingly 
trivial illness which had kept him 
from his desk for two weeks. 

Mills had suffered several slight 
illnesses in the course of the 
summer. 

At the time of his death, Mills’ 
i activities were manifold. He was 
i a director in the Cerro De Pasco 
Copper corporation, the New York 
. Herald Tribune company. The 
I Chase National Bank, the Mer- 
ganthaler Lintotype company, the 
National Biscuit company, and the 
Seaboard Oil company. 

Mills rose to his highest prom¬ 
inence in the nation’s affairs under 
Pre.sident Hoover, who made him 
secretary of the treasury In Feb¬ 
ruary, 1932, when Andrew Mellon, 
whom he had served as under¬ 
secretary of the treasury, retired. 

Mills left public office when 
President Roosevelt entered the 
White House. He was always a 
leading foe of the New Deal.

I WASHINGTON. (Ah—President 
j Roosevelt may disclose in his 
j "fireside chat” tomorrow night 
whether he will call a special ses¬ 
sion of congress to enact farm 
! control and wage-hour legislation, 
j Most observers have predicted 
■ such a session in mid-November, 
but the president has withheld a 
I decision until completing a can- 
. vass of the farm situation with j 
Secretary Wallace. | 

The principal doubt that Mr. ' 
Roosevelt would ask congress to 
I re-assemble before January dis¬ 
appeared last Friday, in the opin¬ 
ion of many Washingtonians, 
when the federal crop report es¬ 
timated the second biggest cotton 
harvest in the nation's history. 

E.stimates for other crops today 
were expected to clinch the spe¬ 
cial session pro.spects. 

There was no direct word, how¬ 
ever, that congress will be the 
subject of the President’s talk to¬ 
morrow. All the White House 
announcement said was: 

"The address will be in the na¬ 
ture of a report which the Presi¬ 
dent desires to make to the coun-

An inquest, meanwhile, im¬ 
pended for Mrs. Lucille Register 
Campbell, 27, slain Saturday, three 
days after her secret marriage to 
Wayne Campbell in Tijuana, Mex¬ 
ico. 

Detective Brown said a letter 
Mrs. Campbell wrote Clements two 
months ago spurned his suit, al¬ 
though their romance had endured 
three years. 

‘BLUEBEARD’ TRIAL 
TO OPEN TODAY 

CINCINNATI. CPi—Mrs. Anna 
Hahn, 31-year-old German born 
blonde, strode confidently into 
court today "without a worry on 
I my mind,” to face an indictment 
in what Prosecutor Dudley Miller 
Outcalt termed “the biggest mass 
murder in the country.” 

Mrs. Hahn is specifically charged 
with first degree murder in the 
deaths of Jacob Wagner, 78, on 
June 3 and George Gsellman, 67, 
who was found dead in bed July, 
6. but only the Wagner case was 
on trial today.

SEEK TO FILL 
WAR CHEST 

Open New Drive 
To Subdue Chinese 

TOKYO. (A>)—The Japanese gov¬ 
ernment promulgated "Ordinance 
23” today, officially starting its 
import restriction program. 

The emergency law will close 
the doors of Japan to nearly 700 
imported articles and place the 
nation on a basis of stem, Spartan 
frugality. 

! Starting immediately, Japan will 
be a "nation without luxuries.” 

This maneuver, which is one of 
the most drastic in modem eco¬ 
nomic history, was designed to 
slash to the bone Japan’s enormous 
annual international bills In order 
to provide maximum strength for 
the purchase of the sinews of war. 
Unofficially, it has been estimated 
that the warfare in China is cost¬ 
ing $5,000,000 a day. 

HUGE TR ADE LOSS » 

Japan’s trade ledger for 1937 
shows $217,000,000 in red ink. 

However, Japan remains one of 
the United States’ best customers, 
continuing heavy purchases of 
American oil, cotton, steel and 
machinery, all of which, as 
"urgent” materials, are exempted 
from the present prohibition. 

Actually, while the trade of 
others with Japan will suffer, 
American trade will be facilitated 
and stimulated. The law furnishes 
more money for war materials,

DUCE DENIES 
FRENCH PLEA 

ROME. (Ah — A semi-official 
statement said today that Premier 
Mussolini is not disturbed by 
French threats to re-open the 
Franco-Spanish border to permit 
free movement of armaments and 
men into Spain. 

What he would do if the border 
actually is opened was left open 
by a statement which said “the 
new situation thus created would 
be examined with perfect calm¬ 
ness.” 

The statement was an obvious 
reply to French displeasure over 
Italy’s refusal to discuss with¬ 
drawal of volunteers from Spain 
in a tri-partite conference. 

FRENCH CONFER ON 
MUSSOUNI’8 REFUSAL 

PARIS. (Ah—Premier Camille 
Chautemps, Foreign Minister Yvon 
Delbos and Defense Minister 
Edouard Daladier conferred today 
to outline France’s stand on the 
Spanish civil war following Pre¬ 
mier Mussolini’s refusal to join 
France and Britain in tri-power 
conference on withdrawl of “vol¬ 
unteers” in Spanish armies. 

Foreign office officials declared 
the cabinet would convene 
Wednesday to draft the final 
course of action, instead of today 
as tentatively planned, so the 
foreign office might have more 
time to confer with British foreign 
office. 


Dahl Cheats Death In Spain; Faces Charge Here 


Announcement that Harold E. 
pahl, American aviator, won free¬ 
dom from a death sentence 
through his wife’s plea for mercy 
to Spani.sh rebel leader Francisco 
Franco, had stirred up keen inter¬ 
est in two parts of Orange county 
today, 

Dahl was well-known as a sum¬ 
mer visitor in Laguna Beach, where 
he spent two extended vacations. 
He also is known, however, in the 
Orange county sheriff’s office. 

The young flier, who is expected 
to be freed from a prison in Spain 
in a few days and Join his wife 


in France, was an acquaintance of 
Jim Workman, deputy sheriff, 
when they were enrolled in the 
Brookfield flying school at San 
Antonio, Texas. 

Dahl’s announced plan of em¬ 
barking on a motion picture 
career in Hollywood, meanwhile, 
may have been altered suddenly 
with the announcement that he 
would be arrested the minute he 
sets foot on American soil on Los 
Angeles warrants charging three 
counts of forgery while he was on 
parole after having pleaded guilty 
to a check charge in February, 
1936. 

The American aviator leaped in¬ 


to headlines recently when his 
beautiful young wife pleaded with 
Generalissimo Franco for his re¬ 
lease from a death sentence. 

Dahl had spent the summers of 
1935 and 1936 as a guest at the 
Hotel Laguna, where he played a 
dally round of badminton with 
Lloyd Seilset, hotel manager. 

"He didn’t talk much about fly¬ 
ing,” Seilset remarked today. “I 
don’t believe he even visited Mar¬ 
tin’s airport while he was vaca¬ 
tioning here.” 

He struck up a friendship with 
Jim Douglas, hotel employe, when 
the latter recognized one of his 


best friends in a picture of Dahl’s 
Brookfield flying class. 

Seilset believes Dahl had no per¬ 
sonal political passions that would 
have driven him to Spain. His 
theory is that the flier needed a 
job and accepted the $1500-a- 
month offer to fly for the loyal¬ 
ists. The hotel manager said he 
received a letter from Dahl, after 
he had left Laguna, claiming he 
was in financial trouble and men¬ 
tioning a partial settlement for his 
hotel bill. 

Deputy Sheriff Workman said 
he knew Dahl only casually, since 
they were in different classes at 
the Texaa flying schooL 


When Dahl’s plane fell behind 
the rebel lines more than two 
months ago, he was speedily put 
on trial and faced almost certain 
death. 

He was given a temporary re¬ 
prieve several days later after his 
beautiful wife had sent a note, 
with her picture enclosed, to Gen¬ 
eralissimo Franco, pleading for her 
husband’s life and promising she 
would keep him out of Spain for 
the duration of the war if he were 
freed. 

It was not until last Friday that 
the permanent reprieve order 
came through. 


ELIGIBILITY 
OUlZ PLEA 
IS DENIED 

Gives Justice Clear 
Title to Position 

WASHINGTON, tff)—The 
supreme court rejected today 
two petitions challenging Jus- 
tico Hugo L. Black’s eligibil¬ 
ity to hold a seat on the high 
bench. 

The court denied motions 
by Albert Levitt, former fed¬ 
eral judge in the Virgin islands, 
and Patrick Henry Kelly, Boston 
attorney, who asked the court to 
determine Black’s legal qualifica¬ 
tions for the post. 

Chief Justice Hughes announced 
the court’s ruling to a packed 
courtroom. Black himself sat on 
the bench with his colleagues. 
Throughout the brief announce¬ 
ment he maintained a solemn 
demeanor. 

MOTION DENIED 

The Levitt motion was denied on 
the ground it disclosed "no inter¬ 
est upon the part of the petitioner 
other than that of a citizen and a 
member of the bar of this court.” 
Such an interest was held to be 
insufficient to warrant the court’s 
hearing Levitt’s challenge. 

Regarding the Kelly motion the 
court said merely it was “denied" 
in view of the action in the Lev¬ 
itt petition. There was no indica¬ 
tion that there was any division 
among the justices over ttie ruling. 
How the justices vote in such in¬ 
stance is not announced. 

Dismissal of the challenges gave 
Black a clear title to his seat in¬ 
sofar as present legal actions are 
concerned. 

FIGHT NOT ENDED 

Levitt, however, ha« indicated 
that there may be others. 

“This fight will not be over if 
my petition is denied,” he had 
said before the ruling. 

Neither the Kelly nor Levitt mo¬ 
tions made any reference to 
charges of Ku Klux Klan member¬ 
ship which furnished the basis 
for principal senate attacks on 
Black’s appointment and caused a 
storm of controversy before he 
finally took his seat. 

To the charges Black said in 
a radio speech to the nation that 
he had joined the Ku Klux Klan 
once but had resigned and never 
rejoined. 

In their motions Levitt and 
Kelly contended there was no va¬ 
cancy on the court to which Black 
could be appointed. Levitt also 
argued that Black was ineligible 
because he was a member of the 
senate which increased “emolu¬ 
ments” of the justices by voting 
the supreme court retirement act. 

MRS. FOR (SETS 
NEW WATCH 

WASHINGTON. (A*)—The presi¬ 
dent gave Mrs. Roosevelt a water¬ 
tight wrist watch today for her 
53rd birthday. 

Back in the White House after 
three months of being “off-the- 
record,” the first lady told her 
press conference she was quite 
amused when her husband chose 
a watch she could "go swimming 
with.” 

She said it followed her wails 
and moans about ruining one that 
way this summer. 

Only the family was expected 
for her birthday dinner tonight, 
which with the Roosevelts, tradi¬ 
tionally means a cake with only 
21 candles.

JAPANESE OPEN 
NEW SHANGHAI MOVE 
SHANGHAI. tffT—Under a weak 
sun attempting to break through 
overhanging skies, CSiinese and 
Japanese troops crawled out of 
their muddy burrows today along 
the 25-mile front to the northwest 
and resumed the almost two- 
months-old battle for Shanghai, 

’The smouldering ruins of the 
China Merchants’ Navigation com¬ 
pany’s lower wharf and ware¬ 
houses directly opposite the bund 
on the Pootung side of the Whang- 
poo river were the only results of 
the Japanese warships’ pre-dawn 
bombardment of the rich industrial 
area. 

A Japanese naval spokesman an¬ 
nounced the Chinese peppered the 
Japanese warships with machine 
guns from the wharf and the Jap 
anese retaliated with their big 
guns. 

CARGOES DAMAGED 

’The property loss was estimated

WASHINGTON. (Ab-President 
Roosevelt said today the people of 
the United States are determined 
to uphold that ideal of human so¬ 
ciety “which would substitute 
freedom for force In the govern¬ 
ments of the world.” 

He spoke on a radio program 
broadcast In connection with the 
removal to Arlington national 
cemetery of the remains of Gen¬ 
eral Wladimir B. Krzyzanowskl, 
Polish patriot who served in the 
United States army during the 
war between the states. 

Mr. Roosevelt, praising Polish 
contributions to America’s fight 
for independence remarked upon 
Poland’s "glorious struggle for 
liberty” which ’’happily ended in 
our own day and generation In the 
restoration of Poland to nation¬ 
hood and to her rightful place as 
a sovereign state.”

Contracts aggregating $90,000 
will be awarded contractors this 
week by United States army en¬ 
gineers for work In Orange coun¬ 
ty’s great $15,248,000 flood con¬ 
trol and water conservation proj¬ 
ect, The Journal learned today. 

'They are first bids to be award¬ 
ed on the county-wide water proj¬ 
ect. 

TO LOCATE SITE 

Captain Mathias of the district 
U. S. army engineering office in 
Los Angeles told The Journal that 
the work to be done includes actual 
determination of exact sites for 
all eight of the big dams to be 
constructed by the government for 
Orange county. 

When the work included in the 
contracts is completed, final plans 
for the dams will be drafted and 
the dams will be built. The en¬ 
gineers said that the contracts for 
this Initial work probably will be 
let to more than one concern. 
What contractors get the jobs will 
be determined largely by the type 
of equipment they have. 

TO START SOON 

Crews of men will be put to 
work making foundation drillings. 
These drillings are made to enable 
the engineers to place the dams on 
the most solid foundations possi¬ 
ble. Core drillings will be made 
to bedrock. The work will start 
within 30 days. 

The first dam sites to be tested 
are the Prado, Brea, Fullerton and 
Carbon canyon. The other four 
■sites also will be tested, as soon as 
work is completed on the first 
four. 

The government will .spend near¬ 
ly $13,000,000 in building the eight 
dams. Orange county’s .share of 
the cost is $2,500,000, provided for 
in the recent bond i.ssue voted 
here.

Gaels. 

REGULARS SCORE EARLY 
California swamped Washington 
State, 27 to 0, in what the follow¬ 
ers of the turf describe as “just a 
breeze.” Coach Leonard (Stub) 
Allison followed his customary 
practice of giving second and third 
string players a healthy workout 
after the first team had practically 
clinched the game with three 
touchdowns in the first half. 

California, boasting a powerful 
line, tremendous forward push and 
remarkably proficient in the im¬ 
portant detail of blocking, has 
written two conference victories 
into the records and, with no de¬ 
feats, is the only unbeaten eleven 
in the eight-team circuit after 
three weeks of play. 

While the Bears were taking un¬ 
disputed leadership in the cham¬ 
pionship race, last year’s title win¬ 
ner and Rose Bowl defender. Uni¬ 
versity of Washington, went down 
to stunning defeat. 

Oregan State, rank short-ender, 
came up with a 6-to-3 victory. All 
the Huskies could do was to split 
the uprights with a field goal 
against Oregon State, whipped by 
California, 24 to 6, the week pre¬ 
vious, and by Idaho, 7 to 6. earlier 
in the schedule.

NEW YORK. (A*)—The “You-Never-Can-Tell” society got to¬ 
gether today in the wake of the World Series, and decided baseball’s 
post-season classic is still as unpredictable as ever. 

After looking over the wreckage left by the Yankees in their 
four-games-to-one conquest of their local rivals, the Giants, they 

“^pointed as evidence to these de¬ 
velopments; 

1— Tony Lazzeri led both teams 
in batting with a .400 mark for 
the five games, and played flaw¬ 
lessly afield, a couple of weeks 
after announcing he was going to 
quit the game because he’s too 
old. 

2— The Yankees, supposed to be 
far outclassed as a fielding team, 
played 1.000 ball on the defense 
for a new all-time record, while 
the National leaguers committed 
nine errors. 

3— Babe Ruth’s record of 33 
runs batted in during the World 
Series, supposed to have been 
safe for a long time, was erased 
by his successor in swat-land, Lou 
Gehrig, who drove in three this 
year for a six-series’ mark of 35. 

4— Pitchers Carl Hubbell, Cliff 
Melton, Hal Schumacher et al, i 
were pre-series selections to out¬ 
do their Yankee rivals. Lefty 
Gomez, Red Ruffing and Monte 
Pearson. Yet, Hubbell was the 
only Giant flinger to last the full 
nine innings, while Gomez, with 
two victories, and Ruffing and 
Pearson with one each, stole the 
elbowing show from all but King 
Carl. 

5— The Yankees were going to 
rely on their home-run punch to 
knock the ears off the Giants. 
Yet, only in the last game did 
they do so. Previously, Lazzeri’s 
homer in the first game wasn’t 
needed to win, and Gehrig’s in the 
fourth didn’t stop defeat. Yester¬ 
day, the round-trip pokes by 
Myril Hoag and Joe DiMaggio, 
neither of which was expected 
with Mellon pitching, were vital 
factors. 

Those items, along with the 
continued display of batting dyna¬ 
mite exploded by the Yankees, 
were the standout developments 
of a series that cracked attend¬ 
ance records for a five-game 
classic with 238,142 fans turning 
out and contributing to a new 
high five-game "gate” of $985,994. 

Record - breaking, the usual 
thing when the Yankees and 
Giants grapple, was written into 
the books in several instances. 
By winning two games Gomez tied 
Herb Pennock and Jark Coombs 
as pitchers winning five aeries 
.games and losing none during 
their careers. Other feats for the 
books were the Yankee’s errorless 
fielding; Hank Leiber’s record- 
tying two-hits in one inning in the 
fourth game, and Gomez’s receipt 
of two walks in one inning of the 
fiist game. Lazzeri and Jojo 
Mooie tied a mark by hitting 
safely in each of the five games. 

The Yankees, winning their 
sixth series, led all clubs in the 
big time in the record books, and 
the Giants had the doubtful dis¬ 
tinction of losing the most with 
their eighth setback this year. 

In picking "heroes” you can’t 
overlook Twlnkletoes George Sel¬ 
kirk, who drove in six runs with 
five hits, or Gomez, who drove in 
what proved the winning run yes¬ 
terday, in addition of his two 
pitching wins, or Red Rolfe, whose 
third base play, .300 batting aver¬ 
age and base running worked well 
for the Yanks. 

For the Giants, Jojo Moore, 
with a .391 average, was the bat¬ 
ting leader. Hank Leiber, after 
failing: in the first game, came 
back in the last two to wind up 
with a .364 mark.

“Hands off.” That’s the title of 
a two-word lecture on how to be 
popular with the man in the vege¬ 
table department at your favorite 
grocery store. 

* * * 

Customers who handle the 
fruit or muss up displays are 
laying themselves open to the 
undying contempt of hard-work¬ 
ing fruit and vegetable clerks. 
It’s the only universal peeve 
among Santa Ana produce 
handlers. 

• • • 

If it were just an occasional cus¬ 
tomer who pinched a tomato now 
and then to see if it were ripe, or 
who pried his way to the bottom 
of a box of peaches to make sure 
they’re all good, the grocery clerks 
wouldn’t mind so much. 

« « « 

Rut the public handling is on 

bigger scale than that, they 
iwint out. Spoilage directly at¬ 
tributed to the customers’ habit 
of man-handling fruit and vege¬ 
tables amounts to about 3 per 
cent of the total stock. 

* • * 

Total spoilage runs from 5 per 
cent in the big markets where 
turnover is rapid to nearly 15 per 
cent in the smaller ones. 

* * * 

Soft fruits-pears, peaches, 
grapc.s, tomatoes are more .sus¬ 
ceptible to spoilage by itchy- 
i fingered patrons. Tomatoes are 

most easily mined, and the spoil¬ 
age loss in this department is 

twice as high as the average 
throughout the vegetable business. 

Citrus fruit is most likely to 
spoil because of over-stocking or 
unexpectedly slow sales. That’s 
because spoiling will “carry” 
from one orange, lemon or 
grai»efruit to another, and soon¬ 
er or later will infect a whole 
box. Spoilage also will carry- 
in the softer fruits and in 
sijiiash. 

• * * 

Not counting the ever-present 
potato, best selling fre.sh vegeta -1 
bles are peas and beans, with to¬ 
matoes, cabbage, cauliflower and 
bunch good.s going rapidly when 
they’re in season. 

• # « 

One store cited green onions 
as the slowcst-movers, another 
said it was egg-plant. Broccoli, 
grocers admitterl. Is one, food 
they have to talk the public into 
buying. 


The poorer class of trade goes 
, heavily for potato-es and bunch 
vegetables. The wealthier and 
middle-class customers buy fewer 
potatoes, more fruits and fresh 
vegetables. 

• * « 

“They don’t look for nickel 
bunches,” one attendant explained, 

I “but they’re more interested in 
eating what’s good for them.” That 
brings heavy sales in spinach, 
cauliflower, broccoli, squash, etc., 
among che l>etter-cla.s3 trade. 

• s • 

The fresh produce department 
of large grocery stores demands 
more constant attention than 
any other branch. The fruit and 
vegetables must be rearranged 
every few minutes, because dis¬ 
plays are soon torn down by bar¬ 
gain-seekers who paw through 
the produce stacks. 

« * * 

Spoiled fruit and leaves that 
have fallen from fresh food.s must 
be cleaned out .several times a 
! day. These “leavings” u.sually are 
trotted out to the alley, and most 
of the big stores later take them 
to some nearby hog ranch or other 
stock farms, while the smaller 
ones leave spoiled food for the 
garbage man. 

* « * 

Public handling of food is not 

limited to pinching and minute 
examination, but also includes 

much sampling of tasty fresh 
vegetables and disrupting of 
display stacks be<-au.se, as one 
grocer said, “the customer usual¬ 
ly likes the botloni one.” 

• • • 

Approximately half of the fresh 
fruit and vegetables .sold in Santa 
Ana is grown in rural Orange 
county. The remainder—including 
such things as pears, apples, po¬ 
tatoes, etc.— is cieared through 
some Los Angeles produce house 
' as a rlue.

GROWERS 

The Board of Directors of the Association voted at their 
regular meeting this week to make the first payment to growers 
on 1937 crop deliveries of regular Limas on the basis of .$3.50 
per cwt. on 85% of gross weight or field run. This is a liberal 
first payment in comparison with the present market price, and 
the Association is borrowing the money it will require this sea¬ 
son at an unusually low rate of Interest. 

In view of the fact that two of the largest dealers in lima 
beans died during the past year and their offices have been 
closed; and with the remaining bean dealers seeming to be very 
Inactive, it would seem to be important and desirable that 
growers not now members should promptly plat:e their member¬ 
ship with the Association. Usually, the Association closes its 
pool to membership for the season on OH. 1 st, but to afford 
an additional numbers a further opportunity the Directors voted 
to hold membership in the 1937 crop pool open until Nov. 1st. 
Growers should give this Immediate consideration and take 
prompt action. 

The Association also desires to warn growers against the 
practice of lending their beans to dealers or giving dealers pos¬ 
session of their beans without receiving full current market 
price since such plans would give speculative dealers a chance 
to bear the market with the grower’s own beans.

Prank Coburn III As 
Paintings Displayed 

Confined to the hospital for a 
major operation, Frank Coburn, 
beloved Santa Ana and Laguna 
artist, today questioned visitors 
about his first one-man exhibit at 
the Bowers Memorial museum—an 
exhibit he has been unable to see. 

Seventy-six years old, Coburn 
has exhibited many of his pictures 
one or two at a time throughout 
the country, but to miss his exclu¬ 
sive exhibit, composed of many 
pictures he has never before shown 
the public, is rather hard. “How 
are they hung? Is the lighting 
good?” he queries, and receiving 
an affirmative answer, sinks back 
on the pillows and talks of the 
pleasures of his long life of 
painting. 

HERE 30 YE.4RS 

“After all,” he says, “self satis¬ 
faction is the biggest part of art. 
How the public receives the work 
is relatively unimportant to the 
real artist trying to portray on i 
canvas an appealing thought or 
scene.” 

Coburn’s official residence has 
been in Santa Ana for 30 years. 
During this time, however, he has 
traveled over most of the country 
seeking subjects for his paintings. 
A large part of those 30 years has 
been spent in Laguna, and many of 
his sketches picture graphically 
the early days of that artist 
colony. 

BIGGEST THRILL 

One of his biggest thrills was 
the selection of one of his paint¬ 
ings for the opening exhibit at the 
Southwest Museum — one of 76 
p.aintings selected from a choice 
list of 500 entries. In addition he 
has had pictures hung in St. Louis, 
Chicago, Baltimore, Florida, Pasa¬ 
dena, Los Angeles, Santa Ana, 
Laguna and San Francisco. 

He is most grateful to a chance 
meeting with William Wrigley, jr. 
Coburn painted one of Wrigley’s 
boats, and Wrigley, who claimed 
not to like or understand art, took 
a sudden interest in the painting. 
From that time on Wrigley began 
buying pictures, and chief among 
his many buys were paintings by 
Frank Coburn. 

Coburn’s present one-man ex¬ 
hibit at the Bowers museum is a 
striking one. Attracting chief in¬ 
terest is a painting of his mother 
which he did years ago but has 
never before .shown the public. 
Graphic street scenes are frequent 
themes. There are 20 featured 
paintings in the exhibit, and many 
other sketches, chiefly of Laguna, 
in unframed mountings. 

The exhibit may be viewed at 
the museum all this week. 

Peruvian Studies 
Scale Control 

A visitor from Peru came to Or¬ 
ange county today to seek help for 
his country. 

He is Fernando Grana, graduate 
agricultural engineer from the 
university at Lima, Peru, and he 
wants to learn all he can about the 
control of purple scale on citrus. 

Entire plantings have been 
wiped out by the purple scale in 
Peru, and new plantings which 
have been put in recently now are 
threatened with destruction again. 

Grana plans to come back to Or¬ 
ange county again Wednesday so 
that he may study scale control 
methods employed here. He will 
be assisted by Agricuitural Com¬ 
missioner D. W. Tubbs.

“Ten Years’ War” of 1863 and the 
“Little War” In 1879—Garcia es¬ 
caped twice, the last time to New 
York where he fitted out a fili¬ 
bustering expedition which failed 
to reach Cuba because of a ship¬ 
wreck. Later he landed success¬ 
fully in Cuba with arms and sup¬ 
plies and assumed command of 
rebel forces once more. 

An expert militarist was Andrew 
Summer Rowan, American pa¬ 
triot and First Lieutenant in the 
Ninth Infantry, U. S. A., and West 
Point graduate. Because Rowan 
had once skillfully written a book, 
“The Island of Cuba”—although 
ho had never visited the spot—he 
was selected early in 1898 to find 
Garcia, learn the strength of his 
forces, what supplies they needed, 
Gracia’s plan of campaign and 
whether he would co-operate with 
an American invasion against the 
Spanish in Cuba. 

Rowan’s Instructions were en¬ 
tirely oral; no scrap of paper was 
carried by him on his perilous trip.

Santa Ana is experiencing its first major struggle 
between organized labor and employers. It’s a compara¬ 
tively quiet battle, but none the less intense. 

The question involved is this: Do unions have the 
right to demand that business establishments open or 
close on specified hours and days? 

Owners of at least two local meat markets say they 
do not. On the other hand, the meatcutters’ union, which 
is seeking to cut off supplies to the markets through 
their “paper pickets,” claim that only by having the 
stores closed at certain hours during the week and all day 
Sundays and holidays can the employes get fair treat¬ 
ment in regard to working conditions. 

Already there has been the threat of trouble at one 
market, where the “pickets” have been most active. 
Santa Ana certainly can get along without violent out¬ 
breaks which have marked labor troubles in larger 
cities, and every effort should be made to prevent any 
development that might lead to a physical clash between 
the opposing sides. 

The Journal does not presume to say who is right. 
It is a question that must be settled between the market 
owners and officials of the union. But let’s settle it peace¬ 
fully, in the American way.

Gelett Burgess, who did a lot to make life more worth 
living when he wrote “Are You a Bromide?” has crashed 
through with still another challenge to the national in¬ 
telligence in his new book, “Look 11 Years Younger.” 

Burgess made us conscious as a nation that we were 
being imposed upon by our literary and oratorical crafts¬ 
men in the matter of triteness, that we were accepting 
shopworn and shoddy intellectual wares as first-grade 
material, and were paying for it as such in cash and 
adulation. That was in “Are You a Bromide?” 

In his latest he exposes about 99.6 per cent of us as 
physically and mentally lazy shirkers who go senile long 
before we’ve any right to, merely because we are unwill¬ 
ing to put forth the effort required to stay youthful. 

By way of example Author Burgess lists a great many 
admirable folk who, by being intelligently alert, manage 
to remain a generation younger than those of the same 
age who are willing to crawl up on a shelf and let the 
rest of the world go by. 

The life of human beings is, on the average, getting 
longer. But of what use or pleasure is a long life unless 
it is lived to the full in every respect ? Mr. Burgess, doing 
some light pioneering in a new field, may be doing the 
race a service of great value.
